He promised, how- 
ever, to take the matter up again with the 
Board of Works to see what could be done.

VALUATION TRIBUTE TO 
COMMISSIONER’S WORK. 


It is interesting, in view: of the possible 
termination of the Commissioner’s period of 
office in June, to speculate what the future 
of Howth will be. Will Howth be joined to 
the City of Dublin or has it a future as an 
independent urban area? 

The new city boundary meets the urban 
boundary at Kilbarrack lane, so that Howth 
cannot extend in that direction. On the 
opposite side lies Baldoyle and Portmarnock, 
both of which are almost ready to pass under 
urban jurisdiction. 

The Minister for Local Government 
promised, during the passage of the Greater 
Dublin Act through the Dail, that a 
Boundary Commission would examine the 
position at the end of five years. 

Striking proof of the remarkable progress 
made in the urban district under the Com- 
missioner is contained in the valuation figures 
just available. 

The total valuation for Howth for the year 
1930-31 was £21,550 2s., comprised of 
£2,021 9s. land value, £18,128 3s. buildings, 
and £1,400 10s. other herditaments. ‘The 
figures for the current year (1951-52) are 
based upon £2,020 6s. land, £18,539 18s. 
buildings, etc., and £1,381 10s. other heredi- 
taments, making a total of £21,941 14s. 

This shows an increase in valuation for 1931- 
32 of £391 12s. 

The residents in the urban district signed 
a petition recently asking for the retention of 
the Commissioner. This petition was pre- 
sented to the Minister for Cel Government 
a few days ago, and the result will be 
awaited with interest.

The annual conference of the Irish 
Assistant County Surveyors’ Association, 
in aftiliation with the Irish Local Govern- 
ment Officials’ Union, was held in the 
Council Chamber of the City Hall, Dublin, 
on Saturday last. The Chairman of the 
Association, Mr. M. J. Cahill, presided, and 
the attendance included representatives from 
nearly every county in the Free State. 

The Chairman, in opening the proceedings, 
pointed to the many benefits which the 
Association had been enabled to secure for 
its members, and said that the many pro- 
spective changes in the local government 
system of the country made vigilance a 
necessity. He appealed for closer co-opera- 
tion and stronger combination. 

Mr. H. Nicholls, B.A., B.E., said that 
engineers generally had not yet had their 
importance recognised in local government 
service, 

THE ELECTIONS. 

The following officers and Committee were 
elected for the year 1931-32 :—Chairman, Mr. 
M. J. Cahill; ‘Vice-Chairmen, Mr. J. 
Flanagan, Mr, J. Mekitarian. Committee—

It was decided to have counsel’s opinion 
upon certain matters at present engaging the 
attention of assistant sfiirveyors in connection 
with work consequent upon the abolition of 
local authorities. 

After a prolonged discussion on the 
position of the assistant surveyors in relation 
to the proposed unification of county 
engineering services and the fixation of a 
standard salary scale and travelling allowance 
rate, the following resolution was proposed 
by Mr. M. J. Cahill, seconded by Mr. J. 
Mekitarian, and passed unanimously :— 
“That, this general meeting of the Assistant 
County Surveyors of Saorstat Eireann urges 
the Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health to approve of the salary scale 
already approved by the I.A.C.S.A. and the 
1L.G.0.U., vit., minimum of £250 per 
annum, rising by annual increments of £20 
to £450, as the minimum standard of re- 
muneration for assistant county surveyors, 
and the present C.S, rate of mileage allowanee 
for travelling expenses as the standard rate 
for assistant county surveyors in all counties. 

It was also decided to request the Central 
Council of the I.L.G.0.U. to urge the 
Minister to take steps to ensure that pro- 
vision is made for the insurance of assistant 
county surveyors engaged in dangerous duties. 

A paper on *‘ Some Aspects of Road Main- 
tenance’ was read by Mr. T. F. McMahon, 
B.E., B.Sc., Assistant County Surveyor to 
the Dublin County Council, in which he 
emphasised the necessity for keeping correct 
and complete data of costs in all classes 
of road work,

'REFORM OF THE 


FILM. 


ITS INFLUENCE ON 
THE PUBLIC. 


DUTY OF THE EXECUTIVE. 
Miami “me 

The reform of the cinema movement might 
make a common platidrm for North and 
South, and lead to co-operation on Irish 
questions where it might now appear im- 
practical, was the suggestion made at the 
central branch of ‘‘An Rioghacht,” by Mr. 
Charles Travers, barrister, when lecturing on 
the subject of ‘*‘ The Reform of the Cinema.”’ 

Mr. Travers said that there was a closer 
relation between the Shanron scheme and the 
production of films in Ireland than might at 
first appear. The social life oí the country 
must be made much more attractive than it 
was. The cinema was certain to play a big 
part in that socia) development. Cheap 
electricity could be developed to help to pro- 
vide necessary employment, and the reformed 
cinema would supply the equally necessary 
amusement and up-to-date instruction to 
entice the people hack to the land. 

A GOVERNMENT'S DUTY. 

The film was so strong an influence that 
it was the duty of a Christian and patriotic 
Government to see to it that the influence 
was good. From the national and Christian 
point of view that could be done by reducing 
the imports of foreign films to 4 minimum 
and building up a film-producing business in 
Ireland, which would: be national and 
Christian in ideals and sentiment. Film 
production free from the influence of Holly- 
wood would raise the tone of the film and 
would find favour in many quarters. 3 

A “Catholic Cinematograph Congress 
wculd be held in Zurich from 22nd to 24th 
April next. Delegates from European 
organisations would attend and the discus- 
sions would be devoted mainly to “ co- 
operative international film production.” It 
had been suggested that production work 
must be carried out in neutral territory, and 
the Grand Duchy of Luxembourg had been 
suggested. Owing to the unique advan- 
tages that Ireland possessed she might be 
considered even more suitable by the Con- 
gress for international film production, 
although she would not be neutral territory. 

FOOLISH FILMS. 

Ireland, said Mr. Travers, ought to be in 
the position to have a delegate from her own 
organisation at the Zuricli Congress. Prior 
to the advent of the cinema a stage represeu- 
tation as suggestive or as utterly foolish as 
some, or most, of the present-day films are 
would not have been tolerated in Ireland. 
The support given to foolish films was not 
due so much to their a: gá as to the 
want of better and 'egually cheap forms of 
amusement. The Irish people do not demand 
objectionable, doubtful, or silly films. 

f the reformation of the cinema could not 
be accomplished by the cinema managers, 
then the duty devolved on the Executive.: 
It was inexcusable for the State to postpone 
the discharge of the duty. No political 

rty in power in the Irish Free State could 

nd an excuse for indifference to this duty 
by suggesting that the we riate legislation 
would controversial. ublic opinion was 
persistently demanding legislative or other 
action to that end, and he ventured to sub- 
mit that not one member of the two great 
parties in the Dail would oppose the enact- 
ing of such legislation, provided that it 
were thorough. 
REJECTED FILMS. 

Mr. Travers said that he would like to be 
permitted to say that every cinema reformer 
valued very highly the truly conscientious 
labours of the popular film censor in the 
Irish Free State. roceeding, he said that he 
understood that the League of Nations had 
considered the question of objectionable films. 
The number of films rejected in various 
countries on account of their grossly immoral 
nature was so large that the fact gave one 
the impression that the object of some film 
producers was to de-Christianise world 
society. 

Concluding his lecture, Mr. Travers said 
that he did not consider the cinema an un- 
mixed evil. He added: “I regard its poten- 
tialities for usefulness as a medium of amuse- 
ment, or as an educative agency, or, if you 
like, as a means for the spread of religious 
teaching, to be almost infinite. I also desire it 
to be clearly understood that, while I am now 
speaking solely trom a Catholic viewpoint to 
@ purely Catholic audience, I do not consider 
the non-Catholic population of Ireland 
less solicitous for the reform of the 

ema than Catholics are. I believe 
that non-Catholic parents feel the same 
keen anxiety for the protection of 
their children’s morals and culture that 
Catholic parents do. I should gladly solicit 
and welcome assistance and co-operation from 
non-Catholics of every denomination to effect 
the reform of the cinema. Indeed, in this 
important Christian and national emergency 
I can visualise, as I have already said, a 
common platform. Such co-operation could 
easily lead to further co-operation on Irish 
uestions in relation to which a common plat- 
orm may now appear impracticable.”’

WHEAT QUOTA 
PROPOSALS. 


wv 


With a view to assisting the British farmer 
to secure a better market for his wheat crop, 
a quota scheme was put forward jn definite 
and concrete form at the Agricultural Con- 
ference in 1930, and to it was coupled the 
plan of a guaranteed price for home-grown 
wheat. The working of the proposal was ex- 
plained at some length before a meeting of 
the Farmers’ Club in London this week by 
Colonel Ruggles-Brise, M.C., M.P., who 
said— 

' WORKING OF THE QUOTA. 


It is on sg to enact that in future British | 
d 


mills should grind specified minimum quotas 
of home-grown wheat and of Empire-grown 
wheat, leaving the balance to be found from 
Empire and/or foreign wheat. The internal 
machinery should be worked on behalf of the 
Government by the millers themselves 
through their own association. This would 
cut out the necessity of any great measure 
of supervision on the part of the State, and 
would also ensure the minimum of dislocation 
EEA the milling industry itself. Country 
mills using chiefly home-grown wheat would 
continge to do so, while port mills would 
continue to use chiefly overseas wheat as now. 
The Milling Association would undertake on 
behalf of its members to use and mill the 
quotas as specified by the Government as a 
whole. The recently completed rationalisation 
of the milling industry makes this task within 
its competency, ag ! as the number of 
mills now operating in Britain has been re- 
duced to a very small figure. The onus of 
proof would rest on the Millers’ Association, 
who would be required 4o satisfy the Pre- 
sident of the Board of Trade that the correct 
quotas had been absorbed by the milling 


industry. 
THE HOME-WHEAT GUARANTEE. 


As soon as the results of the harvest were 
known—1.e., every September—the President 
of the Board of Trade, after consultation with 
a Wheat Advisory Council, would by order 
prescribe the quota for home-grown wheat— 
that is, the amount to be be ae by millers 
and converted into flour. The quota could be 
fixed either for a period of months or for the 
whole year. The price would also be fixed, 
and could either be varied annually or fixed 
for a period of years. Such price should be 
sufficient tof cover average costs of pro- 
duction, plus a small margin of profit. 
On purchasing from the farmer the miller 
would pay him the guaranteed price for 
wheat of fair average milling quality, 
with variations for quality as now. For 
wheat bought through a merchant a commis- 
sion would be payable. The miller would take 
a receipt in prescribed form from the farmer 
and would present it to the Government, by 
whom he would be reimbursed the difference 
between the guaranteed price and the compar- 
able value of home-grown wheat determined in 
relation to the world price of wheat delivered 
to United Kingdom ports on the average of 
the preceding five years. 


SUPPLIES OF FLOUR. 


The annual importation of flour into Great 
Britain amounts approximately to 500,000 
tons, equivalent to about 94 per cent. of the 
total flour consumption. Of this 63 per cent. 
comes from Empire countries and 37 per cent. 
from foreign countries. It is clear that if 
British millers are to be restricted to the use 
of wheats as selected under the quota, their 
position must be secured against  indis- 
criminate and unrestricted importations of 
flour. As regards Empire flour it would be 
found necessary only to limit the amount of 
quota wheat which they might send us as 
flour. Foreign flour, however, would need 
either to be subject to an import duty or to be 
prohibited k má as soon as treaty en- 
gagements might permit. Ample milling 
capacity already exists in Great Britain to 
supply home needs, and the working of home 
mills to capacity would make available to 
"gu an increased supply of offals at lower 
cost. 


PRICE GUARANTEED. 


It is submitted that the wheat quota 
scheme, coupled with a guaranteed price for 
the home crop, provides for the British farmer 
both a market and a price for his principal 
cereal, and to this extent is a real eontribu- 
tion towards achieving a restoration of British 
agriculture. To the Dominion farmer is 
offered a much fuller share of the market for 
overseas wheat purchased by the mother 
country. Under reciprocal arrangements this 
should accrue to the advantage of the home 
manufacturer through an increased export 
trade. The interests of the milling and grain 
trades in Great Britain are interfered with as 
little as possible, and the restriction on im- 
ported flour leading to a fuller employment of 
milling capacity in Great Britain should com- 
pensate adequately for any inconvenience 
suffered by millers. The consumer is pro- 
tected by the preservation of a world price for 
wheat. Finally, the quota system offends no 


principle of any political party, and thus offers 
both to British and Empire agriculture that 
which is so often lacking—namely, continuity 
of policy in Government action, -

This practice, 
however, found an untimely end one day 
when a “ gentleman”’ déclared duty on 
three bales of blankets, carefully stuffed 
with a number of dutiable watches, clocks 
and valuable jewellery. 

On another occasion, my acquaintance

with six suits and two overcoats, each of 
which he wore one inside the other. 
Certainly, the duty which he would have 
had to pay would not have repaid him for 
the discomfart of the journey from Belfast.

AT PRISONER'S HOUSE. 


Superintendent P. O'Sullivan, Kanturk, 
swore that on February 15 he went to 
O'’Shea’s house. He had not then decided to 
arrest O'Shea, who made a voluntary state- 
men to him. There was no threat or induce- 
ment made, as witness had no suspicion of 
O'Shea then. ' 

Mr. O'Shea, solicitor, objected. and said 
that the condition of a witness s mind when 
he went to interrogate a person could not he 
used as evidence against his client. The 
point was one of vital importance in this 
case 

The objection was over-ruled. 

Continuing his evidence, the Superintendent 
said that O'Shea made the statement, and 
signed it. 

Mr. Brereton Barry was about to put the 
statement In evidence, but Mr. O’Shea 
objected, on the grounds that when the state- 
ment was made the prisoner was not a free 
agent. There were numerous police officials 
in the district, and it would be wrong for 
any witness to say that there was no suspicion 
on anyone. The statement made by O'Shea, 
and now produced, should not, h thought, 
be admitted at this hearing, but the point 
could be cleared up if the case went to 
another Court. It was a very long statement, 
and it was obvious to anyone that it was 
made in reply to questions put by the police 
oficer. A statement made in such circum- 
stances by a prisoner was not evidence against 
nim. 


A RULING QUOTED. 


Justice Gallagher quoted a ruling of the 
Court of Criminal Appeal, in which it was 
stated that a police officer had power to ask 
questions, and it was only when a party said 
anything likely to incriminate himself that 
he was to be warned. i 

Mr. O’Shea—I have to do my duty, and 
my conception of that duty is to induce you 
not to accept that statement. I hold that my 
client was not a free agent when he made 
that statement; and, further, if my instruc. 
tions are correct, this man was treated in a 
frightfully cruel way by some of the officers 
who were dealing with this case. 

Mr. Barry rose to obfect. 

Mr. O’Shea—I take it that it was all done 
n the heat of their zeal. This is the first 
Í ten or eleven statements. 

Justice—I do not know of any other state- 
ments. 

The Justice, in disallowing the objection, 
referred to the Malahide murder case, in 
which statements taken from a person not 
under suspicion when approached by police 
were admitted. ‘

She saw me 
also. I did not see her since. I was in 
kaddy Collins’s cottage last Friday night, 
and Johuny Long drew up about the missing 
girl, but it was passed off at that.”

H tion, Act (Northern Jreland), 1930, 
_ which comes into force on May 1 next, 
provides that every exporter of fresh meat 
must be licensed by ihe Ministry; fresh meat. 
including pork, beef and mutton, goat flesh 
and edible offals (heads, feet, hearts, livers, 
etc.) may not be exported from Northern 
Ireland unless: (i) by a licensed exporter; 
Di.) the animal has been slaughtered on 
premises previously registered by the Ministry 
and the meat is consigned from those pre- 
inises. No fee will be charged for the regis- 
tration of premises; {iii.) the animal has been 
inspected by a veterinary inspector before 
and after slaughter and found to be free 
irom disease and fit for human consumption ; 
(iv.)) the meat is accompanied by a certificate 
of soundness from the veteringry inspector. 
Consequently pork from pigs killed on 
farms without official veterinary inspection 
ai time of slaughter cannot, as báid ay 1, 
be exported as fresh pork. Such pork cán, 
as usual, be moved to approved bacon 
fectories in Northern Ireland and it can alse 
be consigned to bacon curers in the Irish Free 
Mate who are duly recognised by the 
Ministry for this purpose 
_ Fresh meat exporters’ licences will be 
isrued only in cases where the exporter has 
stitable slaughtering preniises, or can arrange 
to the satisfaction of the Ministry for the 
use of suitable slaughtering premises. Thé 
Ministry is aware that in certain cases 
farmers slaughter pigs on their own premises 
end export the carcases to Great Britain as 
fresh pork. Such premises will be registered 
for slaughter if “suitable. 


_. BACON CURING. 

The legislation also provides that the busi- 
ness of curing bacon and hams, whether for 
export cr home consumption, may not. be 
carried cut except under licence. - 

Consignments of offals from bacon factories 
must be accompanied by certificates from the 
veterinary inspector. 

The provisions of the Act do not a ply to: 
Meat which the Ministry is satisfied is not 
Northern Ireland produce, but which simply 
passes through Northern Ireland in course 
of transit for export elsewhere: meat or offals 
exported in one lot or consignment. which 
docs not exceed a total gross weight of 2&)b. 

For the present the provisions of thé Act 
will apply to meat sent to the Irish Free 
State in the under-mentioned cases only. In 
these cases the exporters must. he licensed 
a must pay the usual licence and inspection

(a) Where the meat (including hacon and 
hams) ‘s consigned from Northern Ireland fe

GRIPS. 


COUNCIL CHAMBER 
SCENE. 


—_——— 

From Ovrn Own CorRESPONDENT. 

BELFAST, Wednesday. 
HERE was an exciting scene in the 
Council Chamber at the monthly meet- 
ing of the Belfast Corporation to-day, 
culminating in a wrestling match between 
two Aldermen. 

A proposal to increase the salaries of several 
officials was undér consideration, and the 
trouble developed with dramatic suddenness 
when most of the members were absent in 
the lunch room. The Labour members took 
advantage of their absence to sectire a snap 
division on one améndment granting an in- 
crease of salary to an officer. 

Alderman Bierce (U.), the leader of the 
economy party in the Corporation, who had 
a resolution of the paper to reduce all salaries 
over £250 by 10 per cent., claimed a division 
on a subsequent amendment, with the result 
that members trooped in when the division 
bell sounded. 

Alderman Pierce was told to “sit down 
by Alderman Midgley (Labour). Alderman 
Pierce retorted, ' Sit down yourself,” and 
Alderman Midgley replied, ' You are the 
greatest galoot in the cityg’ 

““You salariéd puppet,’’ shouted Alderman 
Pierce. 

“What are you getting at?” inquired 
Alderman Midgley angrily, and by this time 
it was obvious that lively events were about 
to take place in the highly charged atmos- 
phere of the Council Chamber. 


ANGRY WORDS. 

Alderman Midgley advanced towards Alder: 
mati Pierce, sás. $ seizing him, a wrestling 
match ensued, Angry words were shouted at 
each other, and othér Councillors, as well as 
the macebearers, hurried forward to separate 
the pair. Alderman Pierce slipped in the 
struggle, but was prevented from falling by 
members, and Alderman Midgley was pulled 
away and escorted back to his seat by other 
members. The uproar continued for some 
moments, despite the efforts of the Lord 
Mayor (Sir Crawford McCullagh) to restore 
order. Above the din Alderman Pierce could 
be heard shouting: ' You are what I always 
thought you were—you are below the status 
of a man.” 

Spectators in the public gallery contributed 
to the general uproar, and pandemonium pte- 
vailed for a time, the scene being without 
parallel in the recent history of the Corpora- 
tion. 

The Lord Mayor at length restored order, 
and, speaking sternly to Alderman Midgley. 
said :—- I know vour feelings, or, at least, I 
can imagine them, but your conduct to-day 
is certainly not dignified. To go over and 
strike encther member, no matter what he 
says, is certainly most undignified.” 

‘* You have allowed that man to use in- 
sulting epithets,’’ retorted Alderman Midgler. 

The Lord Mayor—‘‘! have tried to keep 
him ih order as far as I possibly could. He 
made offensive statements earlier and I made 
him withdraw them.” 

Alderman Pierce—‘‘I made no reference to 
that man to-day.”’ 

CALL FOR APOLOGY. 

The Lord Mayor—* Mere we are, from 12 
to 2 o'clock, wrangling about a matter that 
we could have settled in five minutes. I must 
ask -you, Alderman Midgley, to apologise for 
what you have don”. ”' 

Alderman Midglk y—‘‘ No.” 

The Lord Mayor—‘ Then you will have to 
leave the Council Chamber.” 

Alderman Midgley—** You have sat in the 
chair íor several days and you have allowed 
Alderman Pierce not only to use insulting 
epithets, but make untrue statements about 
members of the Council. He has made an un- 
true one about me, and I am not going to 
allow him."’ : 

“- I certainly did not hear Alderman Pierce 
make any offensive reference to you,” said 
the Lord Mayor. 

“Tf I had, I would have made him with- 
draw it cr leaye the Chamber.” 

Councillor Clark Scott (Labour) appealed to 
Alderman Pierce to withdraw his words in 
reierence to Alderman Midgley. 

Alderman Pierce—‘‘I made no statement. 
It is ‘iis disappointed spirit in regard to 
Committee chairmanships.’’ 

Councillor M‘Mahon (Nat.) made a strong 
appeal to Alderman Midgley and Alderman 
Pierce to settle their difference. He described 
it as the most unfortunate incident that ever 
happened in the lifetime of the Corporation. 

“ You are making it very difficult for me 
both of you,” said the Lord Mayor, who 
again repeated that if he hg@d heard Alderman 
Fierce make any disrespectful remark about 
Aiderman Midgley he would have made him 
withdraw it. 

“I heard Alderman Pierce call Alderman 
Midgley a salaried puppet,’’ said Councillor 
Morcier, “and I think he should withdraw 
it ’° 

The Lord Mayor (to Alderman Pierce) —Is 
that so, Alderman ?’’, 

“| WITHDRAW. IT.” 

Alderman Pierce— “1 said that he was a 
vindictive puppy, but I withdraw it.” 

Alderman Midgle said that at the last 
monthly meeting piesa Pierce described 
hin: as a salaried representative of the 
Socialist Party in that Council. “TI denied 
that,” declared Alderman Midgley, * but to- 
dav he has répeated it in another form. He 
said I was a Salariéd pup or puppet, one of 
the two. and I am not going to allow it.” 

The Lord Mayor--“‘I did not hear him. 
but Alderman Pierce admits he said it, and 
I asked him to withdraw lit, and he has 
done so.” 

Aiderman  Pierce—“*My statements all 
along the line were retoris for offensive 
language he used towards. me. I never took 
the initiative.” 

Councillor Mrs. Colman (U ) said that, as 
the only woman member of the Council, 
she would appeal to Alderman Midgley 
to apologise to the Lord Mayor.

From Our OWN CORRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Wednesday. 
OT for many years has such a rainfall 
N occurred in Cork district as that ex- 
perienced during the past three days. 
Since Sunday evening it has rained incessantly, 
with the result that flooding has occurred in 
various districts. On every side of the city 
the roadways are under water < nd. traffic 1s 
seriously impeded. 

In Blackpool and Douglas districts the 
rivers overflowed their banks and houses were 
inundated. The roads between Carrigrohane 
and Cork, and from Tivoli to Riverstown were 
flooded. Two trains on the Muskerry section 
had to be cancelled this afternoon owing to 
the line being under water. Portion of the 
railway line between Killeagh and Mogeely, 
on the Youghal section, was washed away. 
and trains were unable to run, passengers hav- 
ing to be conveyed by ‘bus to their destina- 
tion. A breakdown gang was quickly at work, 
and it is expected that the damage will be 
repaired soon. 

Just before the mail train left Cork this 
afternoon for Dublin a slight accident delayed 
its departure. 

Two engines which were to be attached to 
the train ran into the tunnel to change to the 
proper rails. For some reason one of the 
engines cot locked in the tunnel and was un- 
able to move. Mechanics were quickly at 
work, and the engine was freed in a short 
time. The mail train then proceeded on its 
journey. being delaved half an hour.

When the horse had 
weded in the water some short distance i! 
was swept off its feet, and the horse, cart 
and occupant were hurled across a ditch into 
the river, which was running with terrific 
force at the place. Coffey quickly disappeared 
in the current, but the horse and cart were 
seen being carried down the river. There 
were ho people in the immediate vicinity of 
the river at the t'me, and even if there were 
their efforts to save Coffey would have heen 
futile owing to the strength of the current.

Nevertheless, our pity 
for a people who wallow in such a counsel 
of despair must not weaken our hand 
against them; and we may ponder with 
advantage how much of the blame for 
Russia's overt blasphemy may be laid with 
justice at our own door.

His own if He should come again,” said 
the Wandering Jew in the legend of that 
name, and as much might be said of many | 
| who profess Christianity to-day. At Geneva 
|the bitterness of rancour underlies the 
smooth clichés of diplomatists. Even at 
home the nations display a niggardly 
Christianity. Can then 
that wild reformers, spirit of 
perfervid protest against the crimes of 
man, seek in their muddle-headedness to 
expunge the Faith?

Yugoslavia. 


The mere existence of a dictatorship in 
a State is sufficient in these days to ensure 
frequent rumours of plots against its 
authority, but the report current in Buda- 
Pesth of a conspiracy against the Yugo- 
slav Government cannot be dismissed thus 
lightly. Yugoslav affairs, for obvious 
reasons, always are watched very closely 
in the Hungarian capital, where King 
Alexander's efforts to bludgeon the Serbs, 
Croats, Slovenes and Montenegrins into a 
composite nation are viewed with much 
alarm. The Magyarsag, the Hungarian 
National Party’s paper, cannot be 
acquitted of gusto in its treatment of the 
present conspiracy, which is said to impli- 
cate twenty officers of high rank and about 
three hundred  subalterns. Now the 
Magyarsag, which clearly was ready to 
hail these seditious people as so many 
editions of Harmodius and Aristogeiton if 
they had been successful, is inveighing 
hotly against the methods which the Yugo- 
slav Government has taken to frustrate 
them. In fact, it does not appear that 
King Alexander has done more than to im- 
prison a large number of suspects, many 
of whom, doubtless, will soon be released. 
A more reasonable charge of undue 
severity comes from a Croatian bulletin, 
which alleges that missionaries are likely 
to be declared enemies of the Yugoslav 
“ Fatherland,’’ but we must await 
the event before we hasten into judg- 
ment. Two points must be remembered 
in any assessment of King Alexander. 
In the first place, the manner of 
his father’s march to the throne— 
Alexander was about fifteen at the time— 
is not likely to make him err on the side 
of mildness if he thinks 
threatened with the fate of the last 
Obrenovics. Secondly, he knows that the 
Yugoslav State can beeome a nation only 
if a strong central Gotérmment directs its 
youth.

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U.S. RUSHING HELP BY AIR AND SEA.

New earthquake shocks toppled over 
some of the few remaining walls in 
Managua, the capital of Nicaragua, at 
9.15 last might and again at 5.15 this 
morning, killing several policemen who 
were patrolling the ruins and increasing 
the difficulty and danger of rescue work. 
How many persons were killed in yester- 
day’s disaster will probably never be 
known; for the bodies are being burned

LEGATIONS DESTROYED.

A black pall of smoke, stabbed with 
intermittent gleams of flame, hung over 
the ruined city of Managua to-night. 

The dead are estimated at one thousand, 
including the Italian Consul, and a 
number of Americans are injured. 

Two thousand of the entire population 
are homeless, and their sufferings have 
have been increased by the scarcity of 
food-stuffs and medical supplies. 

The British and United States Lega- 
tions have been destroyed. The fate of 
their occupants is not known, but it is 
believed that they are safe. A clerk in 
the United States Legation who was 
sitting in a porch had just time to dash 
to safety as the porch slid into a lagoon. 

Thousands of people are camped along 
the roads outside the city, and mamy are 
wandering back searching for treasured 

ossessions in the wreckage-covered streets, 
No depredations are reported, though the 
authorities have ordered anyone caught 
looting to be shot at sight. 


CABINET UNDER CANVAS, 


President Moncada, who returned from 
his summer home vesterday and spent the 
nicht with members of the Cabinet in 
tents outside the ruins of the capital, has 
ussued the following order to-day :— 

“ A state of siege is declared. 

“The director of the National 
Guard will care for the people and 
safeguard property. 

“Food will be purchased at the 
expense of the Government and dis- 
tributed free, and committees will be 
organised to relieve the sufferers.’’ 

The only buildings of imortance still 
stauding are new structures of reinforced 
concrete. ' 

All communicatons are severed with the 
exception of the Tropics Radio Service, 
which is being operated from a station 
outside the city. Railway tracks for miles 
around the town are twisted into fantastic 
shapes and are suspended in the air in 
places by landslides. . 


FIGHTING THE FLAMES. 
Though severely handicapped by lack of 


water owing to bursting mains, Uni 
States Marines and the Nicaraguan 
National Guard are working heroically. to 
check the flames. Colonel Bradman, who 
if in command, carried on throughout the 
night despite a head wound caused by a 
failmg beam. — . 

Help is being rushed from many points. 
The United States cruiser Rochester is 
reported to have left Panama last. night 
for Corinto (the ‘‘ gateway’? for Managua, 
87 miles distant), after hastily finishing 
repairs. Its commander has ordered all 
anti-toxins ayailable in the Canal zone to 
be rushed to Managua by air in order to 
cneck the danger of typhoid due to the 
destruction of the city’s water supply. 


AMERICAN HELP. 


An additional twenty-four United States 
Army ’planes from Panama and five Pan- 
American , Airways passenger machines 
irom Miami (Florida) are expected here 
to-day to remove the 175 American women 
and children. 

Meanwhile the giant aircraft-carrier, 
Lexington, is speeding at thirty knots to 
diuetields (Nicaragua), despite heavy 
Seas, and hopes to launch three amphi- 
bians with navy surgeons and medical 
Stores. which, should arrive to-night, after 
a flight overland.

TWO ITALIAN HAIR-

The plaintiffs in the case are Antonio 
Epicella, an Italian hairdresser, ' of 
8 Gilbert street, Museum street, Lon- 
don, and Matteo Costantino, an 
Italian hairdresser, of 24 Arkley Crescent, 
Walthamstow. Essex. They allege that 
Emilio Scala held the winning ticket in a 
pool of 61 tickets in the Grand Nationa!

The liner Florida is an oil-fuelled vessel 
of 9,331 registered tonnage, of Marseilles, 
owned by the Société Generale de Trans- 
porte Maritime a Vapeur. She was built 
m 1926 at St. Nazaire. 

The Glorious was converted into an air- 
craft carrier at Rosyth and Devonport, the 
work being completed in January, 1930. 
She was commissioned at Devonport in 
January as an aircraft carrier, with a full 
complement of nine machines in service.

A real rarity, which grows sparingly on 
I © Head, and not elsewhere in Ire- 
land, to my knowledge, “is the Golden 
Samphire, Jnula crithmoides. It is quite 
safe to reveal its babitat; for, when not in 
flower, it is indistinguishable from the 
common Samphire, which. is extremely 
abundant on the chffs. It is only when it 
unfolds its sparse flowers, which resemble 
big yellow daisies, that it proclaims itself 
not a Samphire at all; for Samphire belongs 
to the umbelliferous tribe of plants, whereas 
aon aca acne Golden. Samphire is a com- 
posite. 

I was also reminded of the same historic 
headland by “ Quidnunc’s”” note a few days 
ago on the peregrine falcon. These great 
birds of prey nest every year in the cliffs 
of Baginbun, or of the rocky coast between 
that and Hook Head. They were an every- 
day “oe to me during the ten years “that 
I lived in the neighbourhood. | Their shrill 
war-cry often awoke me in the morning; for 
the trees about the rectory at Fethard-on- 
Sea were a favourite resort of theirs, and 
they were in no way shy. I often wondered 
that they did not fall victims to some 
wandering gunner. On one occasion, walking 
with my eldest boy along the cliffs, I noticed 
a dead rabbit lying among the heather. The 
boy picked it up. Immediately a pair of 
peregrines appeared, seemingly from nowhere, 
end flew screaming around our heads, making 
threatening demonstrations. We had stolen 
their lunch. The rabbit was freshly killed. 
and still bleeding, and had been opened and 
cleaned as neatly as a poulterer could have 
aone it. I have seen one of the same birds 
pick up a wesriy *Sall-¢rown pnilet and fly 
off with it. © approach their nest was 
always risky; for they were absolutely fear- 
less, and would certainly attack a planderer. 
I have often stood within ten yards of one 
of them, and watched it as long as I liked, 
the bird showing no fear of me. Glorious 
birds they are, aiid it would be a pity if 
they became extinct in. Ireland. as the 
osprey seems to have become.—Yours, etc..

He proposed to make a few observations 
that evening by way of reply.

See- 
ing the company he was connected with was 
owned by British capital and controlled by 
British bodies, it would, he suggested, have 
been more appropriate had Mr. Barry advo-

The Penultimate Ryder Cup Trial 
played at Royal Lytham and ‘St. oh gtd 
terday, only served to confuse the selectors.

TIPPERARY HOUNDS. 
as 
BRILLIANT SPORT. 


HESE houuds have been enjoying such 

a run of brilliant sport during the last 

ten days that their doings should not 
pass unrecorded. After a period of poor 
scent, which appeared general, conditions took 
a turn for the better when hounds met on 
Monday, March 23rd, at Rathronan cross 
roads, under a cloudless sky and a blaaing 
sun. Few could have anticipated that scent 
would be so good as was soon proved to be 
the case. Finding at once in Rathronan, the 
bitches had a fox away on the Orchardstown 
side. Swinging sharp ieft-handed, hounds 
crossed the by-road that connects the 
Clonmel-Cashel ‘and Clonmel-Fethard. main 
roads. Ouce over this our fox must hate beer: 
headed, as he wheeled left-handed and crossed 
the Fethard Clonmel road, running on over 
the hill to the railway, where he turned and 
circled right-handed back to ‘the start; 
point, which he reached with hounds 
fifty yeards behind his brush. Unfortunately, 
hounds changed in covert, and ran a fresh 
fox-—a vjxen—to ground in a breeding earth 
two fields away As hounds ran, they 
covered four miles, and the pace throughoul 
was fast. 

En route to our second draw, Knockeevan, 
we had to pass the Master's house, where 
we found an open door and a welcome for 
all. Again hounds found at once, and “ no 
sooner found than away. Crossing a bit cf 
the Clonmel Harriers’ point-to-point course, 
the pack can fast by New Chapel, past 
Batona to Woodrooffe. Without a check, 
hounds hunted their fox thrcugh Woodrooffe, 
where he set his mask back for Knockeevan 
Being hard pressed, he scught sanctuary in 
a very wet drain just short of covert. He 
had been in view several times, and was teo 
beaten to reach his starting point. This 
hunt wes a distavce of 74 miles without a 
check, and hounds reaped their just reward 
when the Master very wisely had him 
evicted and eaten. It was a place from 
which he would probably never have emerged 
had he been leit there, as he was a dead 
beaten’ fox when he went in. 

Wednesday, March 25th, saw the dog 
hounds at Lane’s Park, where a fair-sized 
field turned up in hopes of finding again the 
good fox who had twice previously acted as 
pilot from Lane’s Park to Ballylusky. He 
was not here on this occasion, and hounds 
drew the hill overlooking Ballynonty. Find- 
ing at once, they ran as. if for Mardyke, and 
then circling left-handed ran back to the 
hills over New Birmingham. Off the hill 
again as if for Ballyphillip, short of which 
they marked to ground, having run for 40 
minutes, and, although making no point, pro- 
viding a delightful bit of hound work, Mar- 
dyke was next drawn, and a ringing hunt 
fensued. Ballylusky was then visited, and re- 
sponded, our quarry unfortunately going to 
ground in little more than a mile from covert. 
” Saturday, March 28th—New Inn. Finding 
in Marlhill Bog—our first draw—hounds ran 
sharply towards Hymenstown, and appeared 
well settled when a ploughman headed the 
fox. The Master recovered the line at once, 
and hounds ran on, bearing to the left all the 
while to mark to ground in an old sand pit 
close to Knockgraffon. We then set off for 
Dogstown, a covert which has done so well 
these last two seasons, and whose owner, Mr. 
Ryan, delights in seeing it drawn, and who 
is always there to cheer us on our way. The 
bitches got away on good terms from this 
small gorse and bustled him along, leaving 
Racecourse Hall on the right, to Deer Park 
House, near Cashel, where they checked, for 
the first time, short of the Tipperary-Cashel 
road, opposite Ballinamona. This was a fast 
four, miles. Many imagined this to be the 
end of a most enjoyable spin, as Rockview 
Bog was not a quarter of a mile distant. Few 
could have thought that this was only the 
first phase of a brilliant hunt. 

The Master held hounds up wind, short of 
and parallel to the road, hitting off the line 
too quigkly for horses to get a breather. 
Running dead up wind, the Cashel-Cahir road 
was crossed with hounds running faster than 
before. Over the Cashel-Clonmel and Cashel- 
Fethard roads they ran, then our fox turned 
down wind and ran as if for Meldrum. Short 
of this covert he turned right-handed, and 
running through Mayfield re-crossed the 
Cashel-Fethard road. Again the fox had put

This was a v 
brilliant fox hunt, ling one and a- 
hours, hounds covering fourteen miles of a 
fine, big, open country, during which the 
writer only crossed one field of plough. With 
the exception of one short — of boggy land 
the going was what is frequently mt 
about, bnt not so often ridden over. The 
‘longest point in this hunt was from Dogstown 
to where hounds turned short of Meldrum, a 
distance of five and a-half miles. 

Monday, March 30th, the dog hounds met 
at Ballingarry Bridge and first drew Garana- 
cole, in a strong drizzle of rain. A fox, break- 
ing on the Coolbrook side, ran into a newly- 
made drain almost at once. Without much 
delay the hunt terrier had him out. and off we 
started on what proved to be a real cracker. 
Heading first towards Foilecamin our fox 
wheeled left-handed and passed Coolbrook 
Village, half a mile on his right. The pack 
-fairly flew over these large and strongly- 
fenced enclosures, and it was a matter of great 
difficulty to live with them. Thrpugh ally- 
phillip and over the high ground! parallel to 
the Ballingarry-Killenaule road they ran and 
wheeled right-handed short of Mardyke, mark- 
ing to ground mid-way between Delaney’s 
Ia and the hill overlooking Ballymonty. 

nly one check and six miles as they ran, with 
a point of four and a-half miles, and hounds 
running away from horses at the finish. Being 
miles out, of ouú draw hounds were sent home. 
It was a really wonderful week's sport for so 
late in the season, climatic conditions seeming 
not to matter. as hounds have run egually 
well under a bright sun, in bitter East winds 
and in heavy rain, Let us hope such sport 
may continue to the end, which alas! is all 
too near.
